The PostT-DISPATCH to-day presents to the 
Investigating Committee of the Municipal As- 
sembly, with the compliments of the Christ- 
mas season, a edpy of the agreement of the 
St. Louis Gas Trust. As the committee has 
been making violent but unsuccessful efforts 
for a month past to obtain a copy of 
this agreement, no doubt it will receive 
this Christmas gift with the gratitude which 
it deserves. Perhaps it will surprise 
the committee. to receive at the hands 
of the Post-DISPATCH what it has com- 
pletely failed to obtain, through the City 
Counselor and the aid of the law’s 
strong arm, from the offers ot the Trust. 
If the members of the committee will keep 
their eagle eyes on the Post-Drs- 
PATCH, however, they will find that 
there is more real news concerning 
gas matters to be found in these columns than 
can be obtained from all the members and of- 
ficers of the Trust combined. The Post-Dis- 
PATCH has no motive for concealing what it 
knows about gas matters and the members of 
the Trust have a strong motive in hiding what 
they know. The gentlemen in the Trust are 
very excellent gentiemen, but when it comes 
to a question of reliability and real knowl- 
edge the Post-DIsPaATCH can hold its own 
with them all the time. 

The gas investigation was begun more than 
amonth ago by a Joint Committee of the 


resolution introduced June 26. The object of 
the investigation was to ascertain how nearly 
the gas companies are observing the terms 
of their charters and keeping their con- 
tracts with the city. From the beginning 
of the investigation the committee has made a 
strong effort to obtain the terms of the in- 
iquitous Gas Trust agreement, under which the 
St. Louis Gas-Light Company, the 8. 
Louis Gas, Fuel and Power Com- 
pany and the Carondelet . Gas-Light 
Company are operating in the territory south 
of Washington avenue. The St. Louis Gas, 
Fuel and Power Company, better known 
as the Water-Gas Company, is for- 
bidden by the terms of its char-

In this suit and in the investigation of the 
gas companies now in progress before the 
Committee of the Municipal Assembly, the ex- 
act terms of the Gas Trust agreement are of 
paramount importance. 

President Thompsen has promised to show 
a copy of this agreement to the Investigating 
Committee at its meeting next week. 

The Posr-Disrarck apologizes to President 
Thompson for ite apparent rudeness in 
anticipating him in this matter, but the public 
cannot wait until next week. 

The public, including the members of the 
Investigating Committee, is anxious to see the 
agreement now.

THE TRUST AGREEMENT.

Full Text of the Important Document Which 
Binds the Gas Trust. 


This agreement, made and entered into this 
llth day of March, 1886, by and between all the 
persons who shall now or may hereafter exe- 
cute the same as parties thereto, witnesseth: 

This agreement shall be known as the ‘‘St. 
Louis Gas Trust Agreement.’’ 

The parties hereto do hereby covenant and 
agree, and with each other, each in consider- 
ation of the mutual covenants and agréements 
of the other, as follows, viz.: 

SECTION 1. It is intended that the parties to 
this agreement shall embrace all such indt- 
viduals and corporations as may join in it by 
executing it as hereinafter provided. 

Section 2. Each party hereto subscribes to 
the Trust created by this agreement the 
amount set opposite his or its signature here- 
to, and agrees to pay such amount when and 
in the manner determined by the Trustees,and 
their successors, created by this agreement. 

NEW CORPORATIONS. 

Section 3. For the purpose of securing and 
promoting the objects contemplated by this 
instrument, one or more new corporations 
may be organized, and any existing charters 
or corporations, or both, may be used when 
deemed advantageous to do so. The objects 
and powers of such new corporation or corpé:

in the city of St. Louis and transact other 
business connected ‘therewith or ‘incident 
thereto. The capital stock of each of such 
corporations shall be fixed at such an amount 
as may, in view of the objects to be accom- 
plished, be deemed necessary and advisable 
by the said Trustees, and may be increased or 
diminished as such Trustees shall determine 
to be best.

If a termination 
of the Trust be agreed upon as 
hereinafter provided, or within a reasonable 
time prior to its termination by lapse of time, 
the Trustees shall furnish to the holders of 
Trust certificates a true and perfect inventory 
andappraisement of all stocks, bonds and 
other property held in trust, and a statement 
ofthe financial affairs of the varlous com- 
panies whose stocks or bonds are held in 
trust. 

Section 20. This Trust shall continue during 
the lives of the persons named in the eighth 
section of this instrument, and during the life 
of the survivor of them, and twenty-one years

THE WOMAN WHO HOLDS THE DUKE OF 
SUTHERLAND UNDER HER SWAY. 


London's Latest Social Sensatien—A Re- 
markable Scene at Trentham During the 
Duke’s Recent Ines Mrs. Blair In- 
iets a Terrible Indignity Upon the 
Duchess—Capt. Dunne’s Attempt to 
Shoot the Rev. F. Hi W. Melville. 


Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, December 22.—It may possibly be 
remembered that when the Duke of Suther- 
land visited New York about eighteen months 
ago he was accompanied by a Mrs. Blair, 
whose presence among the ducal party excited 
a good deal of unpleasant comment in most 
of the cities of the United States which he 
then visited. While some of the Duke’s en- 
tertainers purposely ignored her presence, 
+ | others included her in the invitation 
extended to his party, and she attended 
a wedding party and several other 
festivities in New Tork in the Duke's 
company. The Duke has recently been quite 
dangerously illat his magnificent Stafford - 
shire country seat, Trentham, and the London 
dally press and society papers publish frequent 
medical bulleting asto his condition. Oon- 
siderable comment was, however, caused by 
the fact that, nothwithstanding the Duke’s 
serious iliness, the Duchess and her daughter 
persisted in remaining quietly at Torquay, 
and that the Marquis ana Marchioness of Stat - 
ford and Lord Larbail should have kept away 
in so marked a manner from their sick father’s 
bedside. 

MRS. BLAIR. 

The reason of this peculiar conduct on the 
part of the family was the presence at Tren- 
tham of Mrs. Blair, who. absolutely declined to 
leave the Duke’s bedside, a determination in 


| whith she was supported by His Grace’s ap- 


provai and even entreaties, At length the 
doctors’ bulletins announced that the Duke’s 
Umess had taken so critical a turn that it was 
very doubtful if he would be able to 
live through the following twenty-four hours, 
and the physicians considered it to be 
their duty to inform the family of the danger, 
and so make a fina] appeal to the Duchess to 
visit her husband on what they considered his 
death bed. The Duchess, who isa peeress in 
her own right and one of the proudest grande 
damea of Evrope, gave wayto their entreat- 
ies and t raveled downto Trentham, accom- 
panied by her twosons, ber daughter, Lady 
Alesandra, and her daughter-in-law, Lady 
Stafford. Within afew hours after their ar- 
riyal the Duke took a sudden turn for the det - 
ter and all immediate danger was 
passed. 4 terrible scene is. then re- 
ported to have taken place between 
the injured wife and her children on one side 
and the intruding lady on the other. A final 
attempt was made to drive tne latter from the 
house and to putastop to the scandal. The 
stranger, strong In the support of the Duke, 
was, however, victorious and it was the 
Duchess, accompanied by all her children, 
who left Trentham suddenly the very same 
day. How bitterly the Duchess must have felt 
the terrible indignity to which she had been 
subjected, those alone who have had the priv- 
ilege of being received at her magnificent Lon- 
don palace known as ‘‘Stafford House“ can 
realize. The Queen lost no time in telegraph- 
ing to Torquay to 
: HER FAVORITE FRIEND ANNIB, 

as she always calis her former Mistress of the 
Robes, expressing the deepest sympathy and 
condolence at the painful and distressing 
shock to which sbe had been subjected. It may 
here be incidentally mentioned that the Queen 
has frequently visited the Duchess of Suther- 
land at her London residence, on one of which 
occasions she remarked to Her Grace, with 
reference to the wagnificence of Stafford 
House: 1 am coming from my house 
(meaning Buckingham Palace) to visit 
your palace. About a fortnight later 
the Duke, who had scarcely recovered 
from his illness, embarked with Mrs, Blair on 
board his yacht and left England on a pro- 
longed trip to Java and other similar outland- 
ish places, announcing that he would proba- 
bly be absent for over eighteen months. Con- 
trary to what is imagined on the subject, Mrs. 
Blair is a woman of the world, who was for- 
merly well known in London society. Al- 
though the above matter has been the princi- 
pal topic of discussion both in court circles and 
at the clubs for several weeks past, the greatest 
efforts have been made to keep the matter 
out of the pa and the Queen’s 
telegram to the Duchess is the only item in 
connection with the scandal which has 
fuund its way into a couple of the society 
papers. It is greatly to be regretted that so 
enlightened and enterprising a peer as the 
Duke of Sutherland should have allowed 
himself to be involved in such a seandal, 
which calls to mind in a vivid manner the 
sensation created, some twelve or fourteen 
months ago, when the almost septuagenorian 
Duke of Beauford forced his most charm- 
ing and popular wife to receive and 
submit to the presence at Bad- 
ninton of the notorious opera bouffe 
actress, Connie Gilchrist, the same who was 
present with the late Lord Lonsdale at the 
time of his peculiarly tragic and revolting 
death. I may add that there is no truth in the 
report which has been persistently circulated 
during the past few weeks, according to which 
it was asserted thatthe late Lord Wolverton’s 
sudden death, a few weeks ago, occurred 
while the millionaire banker was staying at 
Brighton with the popular actress wbo is now 
playing Lena Despard in As in a Looking- 
glass“ in London.

REPRESENTATION NULLIFIED. 


Congress under the Constitution has 
power to regulate the times, places and 
man ner“ of holding elections for mem- 
bers of the House, only such elections 
must be held every second year.“ Con- 
gress is also expressly authorized by the 
Constitution to appoint by law the day on 
which it shall meet at least once in 
every year.“ 

Under the existing laws regulating such 
elections and meetings the Congressmen 
elected in November, 1884, were not per- 
mitted to meet until thirteen months after 
their election,and members who had been 
condemned and defeated by their constitu- 
ents at that election were authorized by the 
laws ofthe present arrangement to mis- 
represent their districts and control legis- 
lation until March 3, 1885, or for one ful] 
term of Congress after the people had pro- 
nounced against them and their policy. 
The President chosen by the people in 
November 1884, never met the people's 
Representatives chosen at the same time 
until thirteen months had elapsed. So 
the members elected in November, 1886, 
did not meet till December, 1887, and will 
not really begin to enforce the popular 
will until at least fourteen months after 
the popular verdict, as implied in their 
election, was pronounced at the polls. 
During all that interval we have been 
under the legislative control of a Congress 
chosen in November, 1884, more than 
three years ago. And, no matter how 
strongly the people next fall may pro- 
nounce against the policy of the present 
Congress, their attempt to reverse it will 
not begin to take effect under our present, 
laws until December, 1889. 

In short, while the Constitution gives us 
the right to elect a new Congress every 
second year, the laws regulating the elec- 
tions, meetings and terms of that body 
make it three years before a popular cor- 
reotion of bad work in the election of a 
Congress can take effect. This anomaly 
in representative government is a need- 
less and vicious obstruction to popular 
self-government. It is in the power of 
Congress to change the laws so that each 
new Congress. shall meet fresh from the 
people, and within a month or two after 
the election. There is surely some unob- 
jectionable way of relieving us of the 
spectad of old Congresses legislating in 
opposition to clear expressions of the 
popular will, while newly elected Con- 
gresses, eager to carry out the popular 
will, must wait more than a year after 
election before beginning their work.

RAILROADS “AND TRAVELERS STILL SUF- 
‘ FERING FROM THE BLIZZARD. 


Only a Few Trains Arrive On Time, but, 
Great Improvement Gained Over Yes- 
terday—Delays on Western and Eastern 
Roads Cause Inconvenience to Passen- 
gers— Reports From the West — Scenes 
at Union Depot. 


„This was another day of delayed travel at 
the Union Depot. It was agreat improvement 
over yesterday, however. All the trains got 
in during the morning and all left, if not on 
time at least very close to it, There were no 
long waits for Eastern or Western comnec- 
tions. If the Eastern trains were late the 
Western trains pulled out without them 
and vice versa. And both Eastern. and 
Western trains were almost invariably 
late. Of all the through trains due at the de- 
pot only three came in on time this morning. 
They were the New York and Boston express 
of the Indianapolis & St. Louis, which steamed 
in promptly at 7:30 a. m.; the Kansas City 
train of the Chicago & Alton road and one Ohio 
& Mississippi train. All others were anywhere 
from ten minutes to three hours late, The 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy, due at 6:50 
a. m., arrived just one hour late, reaching 
here at 7:50 o’clock. One of the Vandalia 
trains was considerably behind time, and the, 
Wabash Chicago came reached here very 
late.

to interrupt travel, the tracks having all been 
cleared yesterday, but the extreme cold ren- 
dered rapid travel extremely dangerous, and 
in consequence most of the engineers ran very 
slowly. Some of them barely crept over ine 
rails with their locomotives and trains, Every 


locomotive which came in looked asif it had 
quae returned from a trip to the north pole. 
ts wheels were all covered with ice, and it 
creaked and groaned as if about to fall to 
pieces.

The Great Suffering in the Western Part of 
the State. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcnH. 

TOPEKA, Kan., December 22.—The blizzard 
which visited Western Kansas on Monday 
and Tuesday wae one of the severest ever 
known in this State, and came so suddenly 
that great suffering and distress was brought 
to the settlers who are not well provided 
with shelter. A coal famine now 
prevails in that section of the country, and 
many settlers were wholly without fuel. 
Several deaths from exposure are re- 

orted. A farmer named Olark was 
rozen to death in Grant County, and 
a youn | named Sarah Holzasfel 
perishe reeley County, th of these 
counties being on the frontier. The weather has 
moderated very much within the past twenty- 
four hours. The coal shortages still exist, but 
the railroad company is doing allin its power 
to distribute 7 in the localities where it is 
needed, and claims that in less than 
a week no one will be suffering for coal. A 
great many people on the frontier are in a dis- 
tressed condition and unprepared for severe 
weather, but prompt measures have been 
taken by people of Eastern Kansas to relieve 
sufferers.

Corralling Thousands of California Jack 
Rabbits in a Bunch.

In the matter of dealing with the devouring 
jack rabbits, last week witnessed a new de- 
parture. 

On the plains of Tulare county, near the 
town of Pixley, a V-shaped fence had been 
built with a‘corral at the apex. Monday morn- 
ing, November 14, several huudred peopie, 
mostly farmers and their families, assembled 


to engage in the rabbit drive. No 
firearms nor dogs Were permitted 
in this hunt, but men, women, 
and children in „ ae = and on horseback, 
ne ig ge 3 R. Priest, with Mr. Doran 
and M. F. Pixiey as his aids, formed a semi- 
ae roce@sion three miles long. and be- 
gan closing in toward the opening of the V. 

As the line of drivers neared the outer ends 
of the fence it became apparent that they we’ e 
herding the hares, not by hundreds, but by 
thousands, and those who saw the bounding 
drove of lepores, as it swept over the stubble 
and short alfafa where there was no dust, say 
it was indeed a memorable sight. Gr eat ex- 
citement prevailed, and as a rabbit would row 
and then tarn about, bolt through the ranks 
of yelling enemies ‘and gallop off upon the 
plain, the wisdom of having barred out guns 
and pistols began to be evident.

A WELL-PLANNED PLOT. 


REFEREE STEVENSON SPOILS A SCHEME TO 
KILL JERE DUNN. 


The Game at Hide and Seek Played Before 
the Dempsey-Reagan Fight—Blooded 
Horses Used in the Effort—How the 
World Correspondent ‘‘Beat’’ the Other 
Correspondents — Sporting News and 
Notes. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disr Arcen. 

NEW YORK, December 22.—A curious story 
was told yesterday in sporting circles in con- 
nection with the recent fight of Jack Dempsey 
and Johnny Reagan, in which Reagan was 
whipped. It hinges on the killing by Jere 
Dunn of Prize-fighter Jimmy Elliott in 
Ohicago some years ago. Jimmy Elliott had 
spent some yearsin prison, and soon after he 
got out he was pitted against Johnny Dwyer 
of Brooklyn, who has since died. Dwyer 
knocked Elliott out at Long Point, Canada, in 
twelve rounds and forthwith Elliott started 
in fog another course of § dissipa- 
tion. There had been bad blood between 
Elliott and Jere Dunn and the pair happened 
to meet in a restaurant in Chicago. There 
was a lively scrimmage, in which Dunn shot 
Elliott, the latter banged Dunn over the head 
with a chair and Dunn fired again, giving 
Elliott his death wound. Because of this, 
some of Elliott’s friends in this city have since 
that time felt sore against Dunn and have 
promised to get square with him at the first 
opportunity. Among the friends of Johnny 
Reagan were a number of men who cherished 
this resentment against Dunn. The fact that 
Dunn was to be 

JACK DEMPSEY’S UMPIRE 
was not calculated to make them feel any 
more friendly toward him. According to the 
story thatis going the rounds, Dunn had a 
very narrow escape from ‘‘passing in his 
checks’’ on the occasion of the Dempsey— 
Reagan fight. It is said that on the night pre- 
ceding the fight the tugboat J. R. Garrett lay 
atthe Desbrosses street dock on the North 
River. There had been two attempts before 
this to get the men into the ring, but they had 
failed. On the first occasion because 
too many people had learned where the fight 


Was to take place, and the second time be- 


cause the fog prevented those on the tug 
that carried the fighters from finding the 
point to which they were bound. 

On the night in question there was a reason- 
able certainty of the men meeting at day- 
break. The fighting ground was still a secret, 
but the tug Garrett had been chartered by a 
party of sporting men, who relied upon Capt. 
Joe Parker piloting them to the spot where 
the mill was to come off, There were fourteen 
in all, and each man had put up $5. Most of 
them were friends of Reagan, but all of them 
were unfriendly to Jere Dunn, who was to be

unadorned bythe presence of the men who 
were inimical to Mr. Dunn. Mr. Red“ Leary 
and Mr. ‘*Kid’’ McManus were said to be 
among me men thus disappointed. There 
was one further feature to the story. It was 
said that Referee Frank Stevenson had 
received a friendly communication by mail, 
warning him of the proposed attempt to do up 
Dunn, and that he had imparted the 
information to that gentleman; that there- 
upon Dunn had remarked: „Well, if I have to 
die I might as well go under there as any- 
where else, but I'll fetch some of the boys 
with me,’’ ‘and that forthwith Mr. Dunn had 
gone oft and made an arsenal of himself. 

Referee Frank Stevenson was asked about 
all this yesterday: Well, he said, I don’t 
know that the gang was bent on killing Dunn 
although thatisnotat all unlikely. I know 
that some of them have hed it in for him be- 
cause he knocked Jimmy Elliott out. Elliott 
used to beagreat friend ot a fellow named 
Stiles, who kept a saloon on the Bowery 
where Reagan’s friends have made their head- 
quarters, and I should not wonder if they had 
liked to get away with Dunn. 

But however that may be, he added, I 
do know that they were determined to knock 
Dempsey out and Dunn, you know, was 
Dempsey’s time- keeper. One of them bragged 
before the fight that, though Dempsey might 
be a ten times abler man than Reagan, he was 
not going to win the fight. Reagan’s friends 
proposed to be there in a gang and have him 
get the fight, whether or no. I don't believe 
any man has ever bad such a tough time as I 
had in fight off fair 
and square. It arranged that 
there were only to be five 
men onaside and Dempsey and his friends 
stuok by the agreement like gentiemen. But 
we had to postpone the fight the first time be- 
cause there were two or three hundred of 
Reugan’s friends who tried tocome along. 
There were to be four 1 men present 
and I arranged the first night to meet these 
men myself and pilot 8 to the place. An-

[THE GAS INVESTIGATION. 


President Thompson Will Produce the Trust 
Agreement—Good Testimony. 


At the meeting of the Gas Investigating Com- 
mittee of the Municipal Assembly yesterday 
the first witness called was Geo. M. Paschall, 
Secretary of the St. Louis Gaslight Company. 
He did not bring the books of the company 
with him, because, as he claimed, they were 
in constant use at the company’s office. He 
had the Gas Trust agreement in his possession 
at one time. It was printed in pamphlet 


form. He refused to say in what capacity he 
was present ata meeting of stockholders of 
the St. Louis Company, before the formation 
ofthe trust. He refused at first to tell how 
the dividends of the Trust were declared and 
distributed. After a consultation with | 81 
dent Thompson, however, he said that the 
dividends were declared by the Board of 
Trustees, and he usually looked after their 
distribution. They were declared on Trust 
certificates out of money obtained from all 
sources. The Trust received its proportion of 
the dividends of the St. Louis Gaslight Com- 
any ace erding to the stock in the Trust. 
he Water-Gas Company had subscribed 
$500,000 to the Trust. e refused to say 
whether or not the Water-Gas Company and 
the Carondelet Company had declared any 
dividends. The last dividend of the St. Louis 
Company had been decisred May 31. Since 
the organization of the Trust the 8t. Louis 
Company had not made so much money, 
because the price of gas had been reduced? 
WM. H. THOMPSON, 
President ot the Trust, was the next witness. 
He brought with him a copy ofthe Trust 
agreement, but he did not exhibit it, because, 
as he said he did not want the names of 
shareholders ‘‘advertised’’ in the papers. He 
agreed to bring a copy of the Trust agreement 
with him to the next meeting omitting the 
names of shareholders. 

Charles Parson, formerly Secretary of the 
Trust, testified that the full value ot Trust 
certificates was $6,000,000. The stock ot the 
St. Louis Company, vaiued at $275, had 
been made $439.16in Trust certificates. The 
Carondelet Company was to have gone in for 
$260,000, but part of the stock was not ge ape 
In answer to the question whether $3,500,000 of 
the Trust’s capital was water“ he answered: 
Not quite so much as that. He thought the 
St. Louis Company would have fared better if 
it had remained out of the Trust. He did not 
know whether or not the St. Louis and Water- 
Gas Companies pooled their earnings. 

John R. Lionberger, President of the Caron- 
delet Company, Director of the St. Louis 
Company and Vice-President of the Trust, 
said that his stock in the Carondelet Company 
went into the Trust at $0. He had stock not 
in the Trust. The dividends on that stock 
were larger than the dividends on the stock 
in the Trust. When asked why the stock- 
holders of the St. Louis and Carondelet Com- 
panies had entered into an agreement with 
the Water-Gas Company, whichjwas not paying 
dividends he said be could hardly answer. 
The two companies had agreed to give a por- 
tion of their gwar to the Water-Gas Com- 
pany. He did not know any one who had de- 
nied that the Trust wasa partnership. The 
policy of the three gas companies was con- 
trolled by/the Trust. 

The committee adjourned to meet next week 
at the call of the Chairman.
